She' was the last boat built by Capt. Jaa Mc- 
Gary previous to his death, and was owned by 
T. C. Power, Capt. Andy Johnson, James Bees, 
of Pittubnrg, and others. She was insured 
through the agencies of Carioll & Powell, St. 
Louis. The loss on the boat alone is oyer f 20,- 
000. She was commanded by Capt. Andy 
Johnson of this city, and her mate was also a 
Bismarcker. Tne season seems wrought with 
strange fatalities to the steamboat interests of 
the upper river. First the sinking of the Bed 
Cloud, then the Big Horn and now the Bntte, 
to say nothing of the numerous mishaps per u- 
liar to nteamboating in hard luck on the Upper 
Missouri river.

ened to prove a serious conflagration broke 
oat in the Minneapolis City Hall building at a 
few minutes past 11 o'clock this morning, and 
althongh the flames did not extend beyond the 
Mansard roof in which they originated, it was 
three-quarters of an hour before they were ex- 
tinguished, so difficult was it to reach them.

room, bat spread to the

Gen. Vhil Kearney's Boyhood and 


Education--At Cherubusco and 


ut Chantilly.

Philip Kearney was of Huguenot stock, 


which differed with Puritan in possessing 
with its Calvinism the peculiar French 
gayety. He was a great-grandchild of John 
Watts and of Ann Delancy. He was a grand- 
son of "William Alexander, the so-called Earl 
of Sterling, one of our patriot generals/ whose 
child married her first cousin, John, Watts 
Kearney. The Watts family were li clian- 
fighters, and some of them were in the V ritish 
army under Wellington. 


The Kearneys were mere Irish people. The 


first Kearneys came from Ireland direct to 
the region about Long Branch, New Jersey, 
and had a sou wjio became a lawyer. This 
lawyer had sons who were'Tories. On a sj>n 
removed to Newark, N.'J., and becams the 
great-gran 1 fisher of General Kearney,whose 
own father was Stephen Watts Kearney. 
Kearney's father was in the second waij with 
England; was made prisoner, and continuing

i Phil Kearney was born at the fopt of 
Broadway, New Yprk city, about 1815. In 
childhood he became a splendid horseman. 
His father had a country house near Newark, 
but mainly lived in New York oily. While 
he was very young his mother :'iec! in Keiv 
York. 


Kearney was sent to" Northampton sc tool, 


kept by George 
Bancroft, the historian, 


where he showed a gentle and amiable char- 
acter, and was docile and obedient He next 
wont to school at. Cold Spring, opposite West 
Point, Bf. Y., and there it is said bo imbibed 
the military spirit. He began to- neglect hia 
studies, and told _his teachers that ho vould 
never be good for anything unless he went to 
West Point At the second school ho cevel- 
oped his bold and daring character, his gym- 
nastic feats, and was a strong pedestrian, 
though he gave no trouble to the teaqhers. 
His relatives say ho was a big boy, proud and 
shy, and averse to (general associations^ and 
•was fond of dress 'and of a neat person, and 
xyalked in boyhood as if he were already an 
officer. He went through Columbia college, 
studied law, it has been safcl, and visited 
Europe in 1834, and he was already fired with 
the enthusiasm of warfare. His rich grand-i 
father died when he was 21, and the boy, thei 
free to enter the army without1 losing his in-f 
heritance, solicited and obtained an appoint- 
ment in the First dragoons, commanded by 
his own uncle. 


Ho resigned from the army in 1846, not sup- 


posing that the Mexican war was i eally to 
come about. The moment the war began he 
asked to be restored to his rank and at once 
joined his regiment and gave private bointies 
for first-class nieti and assisted to pay fc r the 
horses they were mounted on. He raised his 
company at Springfield, 111., where, it is satd, 
he made the acquaintance of Abraham' Lin- 
coln, a lawyer and legislator at that place. 
As he passed through New Orleans with his 
company it attracted much attention, the 
horses being all gray, their trappings splendid 
and their drill complete. From Yera Cruz 
to Mexico City Kearney rode in company w ith 
Semmes, afterward the rebel admiral. 


At the, battle of Cherubusco, Kearney, who 


was in Pillow's division, wanted to charge 
with his dragoons. He charged a mile anil a 
half over a causeway, overtook the flyuig 
Mexicans half a mile outside of one of the 
city gates and immediately began to -jabre 
them. In the excitement of the fight he and 
his men did not hear the recall. The Mex- 
ican? were rushing over a ditcji to get into 
their works, and Kearney tbreiv 'himself off 
his horse and started after them. The last 
thing he remembered was a Mexican officer 
pointing tyim out to his infantry aud saying, 
"Shoot him down.'f Several of] his men were 
killed around hirn. A Mexican account of 
this fight says: VTbe American dragoons, 
mounted ou fleet hoi ses, coming up to our 
i ear guard, increased the fighfc by crushing 
those whom they met in theilr way. Gen. 
Santa Anna i eaehed the Gnntfi of Sail An- 
tonio, and after him the rest sf our troops 
cut to pieces anil mixed up witl: soma of the 
enemy's diagoons intoxicated with blood. 
The guns discharged some grapo-sbot among 
these, and the infantry; feeling that the en- 
trance wa:. now covered, openefl a thick fire 
along 'tlio causeway, 
animated by the 


presence of Gen. Santa Anna, who person- 
ally i-ommandeil them. At this moment an 
American officer ii. a uniform of blue pene- 
trated thiough the low earthen, rampart 
mounted on his horse, sword in hand, dealing 
sabre blows and falling wounded on the es- 
planade. Many swords were drawn to kill 
him, but the others also hastened to defend 
him on seeing him fall. He rose crippled, 
radiant with, valor and smiling at the*felicity 
of being at the gates of the capital." 


Kearney then endeavored to escape on one 


of the dragoon horses along the causeway, 
but the Mexicans continued to fire grape, 
and one ball shattered the bone of his left 
arm between his elbow and, shoulder. His 
pain "was terrible, but for a while be kept the 
saddle, till the flow; of blood i» exhausted

On the contrary, 
Gen. Kearney's life has been written by his 
cousin, with alLkinds of diversions and mili- 
tary foolery and essays about ancient war in 
it, and paragraphs of italics claiming1 for him 
all sorts of great performances. 
Happily the 


man had so much in him that b<» can pot be 
killed off by a steep and eccentri^ bpok. 
After the Mexican war Kearney was put on 
recruiting service in New York city for more 
than two years. Having a rich family con- 
nec'tion he enjoyed himself, led a rather fast 
life, and added a portion to his ancestral seat 
near Newark. The Union club ga-*-e JMm a 
gold sword—the same which was* clasped in 
Sis arm? when dead. fifteen years afterward. 


Kearney was prominent in the battles of 


Seven Pines and Fair Oaks. He wrote on 
th *fJ3rt of June, after the apathy succeeding* 
Fair Oaks and Stewart's raid aroused the 
army: "Here we are again at a dead-lock. 
Manassas over again; both parties ~.m- 
tlrencbed up to ibeir eyeaj both waiting fog 
something; unluckily our adversaries gaining 
tjwo to our one. Our last chance to conquer 
Richmond was thrown away when our great 
battle of Fair Oaks was thrown away. Wo 
had tempted the enemy to attack while 
divided!, by the Chickahominy. 
Unfortun- 


ately hja failed. The prestige nearly lost to 
us by our inaction since Williams-burg was 
once mere in Hbe ascendency. It only re- 
quired MeCleliau to put forth moral force 
and his military might and -Richmond Wmld 
have been ours. I aol puzzled to dfvino the 


next act of the drama,* It wil^be either the 
suffocation of our army or the seizure of oar 
communications when 
least/ expected.1' 


Kearney Was in the battle of Peach Orchard. 
When McClellan crossed his whole army to 
the west of the' 'Chiokahominy Kearney 
, fought at Savage's station and at Frazier's 
farm, otherwise called Glendale or 'New- 
market Cross Roads.' His men assisted to 
piodiu'e the great panic in the rebel, army. 
It is sjiid tjhat in this battle Kearney got into 
the midst jnf the rebels, who .thought ha was 
one «>f rbeir generals, and a stalwart rebel 
asked him-what to do now. "Do just what I 
have always directed you to do in such a 
case," said Kearney, riding quietjy away. 
During the fighting he often held his bridle in 
his teeth and the sword in the other hand, 
and it is said that he used his sword, too. He 
fought in the battle of White Oak Svtarnp 
and at Malvern Hills. 


It is said that Kearney invented the" corps 


badges in the Army of the Potomac. 


The battle of Chantilly, which >vas fought 


to keep the rebels from getting between the 
army and Washington, began at five o'clock 
in the evening, the Federals taking the offen- 
sive and losing Gen. Stevens, who was shot 
in the head by a minie ball while waving^ the 
colors of ona of bis regiments. His troops 
giving way, Kearney sent in one of his brig- 
ades, brought up a battery behind it, and 
then seeing a place on Barney's right unfilled 
by troops, he rode on the spot to recoimoiter, 
and was there shot dead. It is said be was 
shot through the hack while wheeling his 
horse around to cheer on his rrren. At tho 
time of the battlesrit vvasiaininglisird and tL<3 
sky was very gloomy. 


His successor was David B. Birney, wlio 


was also) killed tvvo years later, saying. 
"Boys, keep your eyes on that flag." 


At the moment Kearney was killed Stan- 


ton was writing McClellau a letter urging 
McClellan to give Kearney tho command of 
a corps. His soldiers thought that Kearney 
bad been taken prisoner till bis body, on 
September 3, was sent to the Union lines ri- 
fled of jprivate valuables, but his horse, sad- 
dle and sword were returned. It is said that 
Gen. liee sent in the body.

It is rather remark- 
able that the only biography that * has ijeen 
written of Keamey should not say a xvord 
about' lis domestic life, his wives or his chil- 
dren.

Iscbia is a vo-c^nio islanc. situatec at the 


north entrance ot the Bay of Naples. The cir- 
cum'eretice is about nineteen miles, and the 
superficial area a 3ont twenty-six square miles. 
Monte Epoineo, or San Nicola, the ancient J3po- 
meus. or Epopeus, is tha highest point, rising 
2,600 feet aoove the sea level. Tae prin^pal 
summit is surronnaed 3y twelve inferior eol- 
canic cones, from one ot which the last eruption 
took place in 1802, The valleys between the 
mountains and the plain, which occupies a part 
of the interior are remarkable for their luxuriant 
vegetation and beautiful scenery.

Iron and sulphur are found on the island, anc 
bricks, tiles-and pottery are manufactured at 
Casamicciola.

the is'and are the numerous thermal mineral 
springs, which are the strongest and most effi- 
cacious in Europe. Though the nominal jath- 
ing season lasts from Tnne to September, the 
the fine climate and beautiful situation of Isohia 
allure the visitors all t!ae year rouno.

Working 
jonr after hour, an expert operator will send 
readily thirty wor«,s per minute, wjich makes 
900 motions^per fflSnute, and 54,000 motions per 
hour, ^hia is.wjchin their capacity and no way 
exaggera^-^7"nen *\?e character of( the work 
requires a rush, expeit operators and receivers 
will handle all the copy that two rapid writers 
can prepare. To reach this degree of efficiency 
requires several years of persistent practice of 
from seven to nine hours a day. Very few op- 
eratora can acquire this knowledge even 3y such 
practice insid« rf three years. The pay of this 
large class of men, of whom there are 21,000 
employed upon commercial lines of the coun- 
try, does not average more than 370 a month, 
and probably fa Is below that figure. Many ex- 
cellent operators receive only $^0 a month, and 
no operator at a table receives over 835; of 
course chief ^operators, wh » are not engaged in 
the present movement, receive more.

Description o the Shaft to be Placed 


at I'ort Keogli. Montana. 


In 1881 efforts were made by ' several granite 


quarries throughout tae west to fill the condi- 
tions of the contract for the Caster monument, 
but all failed unti_ the attention/>f the depart- 
ment at Washington was callec. to the beauty of 
the granite at Monticello, Wis., anc the commis- 
sioners being very well pleased with it, the gran- 
ite company at that p.ace undertook -he work 
anc. prosecuted it Bucc?ssf uLy. In orcer to com- 
plete the monument at the time allotted by the 
contract, it was necessary to employ the cutteis 
night anc. day. In just tne month of this con- 
tinuous .abor it was creased ready for polishing. 
Two mouths were consumed in polishing, and 
two aud a half months in lettering. 
. 


The monument, as it will be when placed in 


position, is of two parts. The basfe is five feet 
six incaes square anc. twelve inches in height, 
with beveled edges, the aides aud top dressed 
in style ^nown as "cut work," leaving the stone 
in the fame color as it appears in the ledge. The 
die is four feet and six inches square at the. base< 
and inclines slightly to within a few inches of 
the top, where it slopes abruptly, terminating 
in a point. The whole monument is five feet 
six inches. Each side of the die is highly pol- 
ishec, while the top is "cut-work." Oa one 
side of the monument the following inscription 
is cut:
